Teintsin, China 
The Jap- 
anese military command took over 
the last of Teintsin's three railway 
stations today, staked out two air- 
ports and began installation of an 
army communications system. 


Barbed wire

warehouses designated for military 
stores and for troop occupation. 


The crisis in North China drew 


today toward the climax that may 
determine whether there will be 
formally declared war between Ja- 
pan and China. 


Troops of China's national gov- 


ernment at Nanking, crack divisions 
of the fighting machine build by 
Premier-Generalissimo Chiang Kai- 
Shek, were reported reliably to have 
reached Hopeh province in North 
China. 


Japanese troops from Manchou- 


kuo and those regularly garrisoned 
in North China already were in the 
field. Others were enroute from the 
Japanese mainland. 


A meeting of the two armies, for- 


eign observers believed, might cre- 
ate a situation so disastrous that war 
would result.

Morals are so deep and abiding 
in Russia, and the shame from their 
breach so consuming, nothing is too sac- 
red to be sacrified to prevent publicity. 
That is the way Little Red Riding Hood 
came to town. 


Pravda continues with another exam- 


ple of the simple rusticity of the Soviet 
citizen and the sharp and devilish plots 
of the outer world: 


"While at a cafe abroad a Russian 


had to make a telephone call. Since 
there were no papers of any impor- 
tance in his briefcase he left it at his 
table. Upon returning, he found the 
briefcase where he had left it and 
seemingly untouched.

THE LAST TEAR IN SPAIN 


In the first year of .the Spanish war 


men who are accustomed to make un- 
exaggerated estimates declare that some* 
thing like a million people have been de- 
stroyed before their time, shot down in 
their homes, hacked to pieces on public 
highways, 
machine-gunned 
in 
great 


droves. 


Unjustly spilled blood has a way of 


going to seed and sprouting a venomous 
weed that seems almost unexplainable. 
The result in Spain will be felt as long 
as this generation lives, and it will be 
told to the next generation which will 
swear revenge. That has been the his- 
tory of fratricidal wars where carnage 
alone was the aim and chivalry was un- 
known. 


A short review of the events leading 


up to this holocaust is worth while for 
the shadows it may cast. 


It was in 1931 that Alfonso quit. And 


he quit without shedding a drop of blood. 
There then came to power a somewhat 
moderate government of the professors. 
They spent too much time dotting and 
crossing letters, over technicalities, and 
were voted out of office in 1933 to be 
succeeded by a Rightest government. This 
government went to sleep in its chair. 
Although it was not voted out of office 
by a popular majority the union of So- 
cialist and Red elements elected a ma- 
jority ot the Spanish parliament without 
obtaining a majority of the popular vote.

and apparently the people were too, be- 


cause public sentiment has been checked over 
and found to be against the proposition. 


Actually, then, you have no mandate from the 


people to insist that the court be bent to your 
will. 


Obviously, of course, this hasn't deterred you 


from insisting that you set what you want, but 
I sometimes wonder whether you have consid- 
ered all of the possibilities that would arise if 
the Supreme court would kowtow to your 
wishes. 


I refer to the one thing about which no man 


likes to think in connection with his own plans: 
death. 


Supposing, Mr. President, that you did get 


your way completely. Supposing that the court 
was merely a mirror of your.wishes, just as 
congress has been up until now. There would 
be no reason why you should not run for a 
third term then — what with all the power at 
your disposal. 


Supposing, also, that the destiny, over which 


even a president can exercise no veto, should 
make itself felt. 


With you gone, how would congress and the 


court — leaderless and without orders from the 
boss — get along? What strong force could ex- 
ert itself to keep the country from going hay- 
wire? 


Surely, you couldn't expect Texas Jack Gar- 


ner to take over and carry on. Texas Jack, .you 
know, isn't particularly strong for much of 
what you have in mind. He's even gone home at 
a time when you could very nicely use him

the expense of the treasury.

Fortunately malaria is not con- 


tagious or communicable from per- 
son to person. ,A person can get 
malaria only thru the agency of the 
Anopheles, a genus or breed of 
mosquito. Inoculation with the ma- 
laria parasite occurs when one is 
bitten 
by this kind of mosquito. 


Malaria may be inoculated in other 
ways, accidentally or experimen- 
tally, but the bite of Anopheles is 
the only way a person can get ma- 
laria 
naturally. 
Low 
ground, 


swamp., dampness, freshly turned 
earth, watermelon, the state of the 
liver and the purity or impurity of 
the blood have noth'ing to do with 
it. No Anopheles mosquitos, no 
malaria. Common Culex mosquitos 
have nothing to do with it. When 
a Culex mosquito alights its body 
is nearly parallel with the surface. 
When 
an 
Anopheles mosquito 


alights its body is nearly perpendi- 
cular to the surface. This is a de- 
pendable way to distinguish the 
malaria-carrying mosquito from the 
common kind that does not carry 
malaria.

breeders, or a puddle or natural 
collection of water in the woods 
will do. or some stagnant water in 
Field or swamp.

I* 
cquires much more quinine to 
sterilize such a human carrier of 
he parasites than it requires to 
cure a case of malaria. 


A person 
from a non-malarial 


cgion visiting or temporarily Jiv- 
ng in a malaral region should take 
en grains of quinine daily as a 
routine preventive. But if chills 
and fever come it is generally ad- 
visable to take twenty grains of 
cuinine a day for five to seven 
days. This is the dose recommended 
by physicians who have had the 
most ejipei ience in the prevention 
and eradication of malaria, 


Chill and fever as 
frequently 


means some other illness as it does 
malaria. Only by finding the para- 
sites in the blood of the patient, 
under the microscope, can the doc- 
tor be certain the patient has ma- 
laria.

Washington, D. C.—Veils are "out" 


in Albania, according to a bulletin 
from the National Geographic Socie- 
ty. No longer will Albanian women 
in long, dark coats or bunchy, red 
trousers peer at the world from 
behind filmy headgear. The Alban- 
ian Parliament recently passed a 
law forbidding the country's Mos- 
lem women to veil their faces. This 
decree will chiefly change the fash- 
ions of older women, since most of 
the-young ones have already come 
out in the open. 


At the nearest point, Albania is 


only about 50 miles away from 
Italy across the Adriatic, yet until 
recently 
this 
rugged 
mountain 


country on the west coast of the 
Balkan 
Peninsula has remained 


more oriental than occidental. It 
was under Turkish influence from 
1479 to 1912. In 1930. some 688.000 
of its'more than a million inhabi- 
tants were Moslems. Not until 1928- 
1929, when the new Albanian Penal 
and Civil Codes superseded Otto- 
man laws, was polygamy legally 
abolished. 


Under Turkish rule. Albania was 


kept backward. About its only in- 
dustry 
was rug-weaving. 
Since 


teaching in the Albanian language 
was forbidden, education remained 
stagnant. 


Today. Albania has 581 state-sup- 


ported primary schools. 14 second- 
ary schools, and 278 of its citizens 
studying in foreign universities. 


Reached by Horseback 


Until the World war. Albania's 


interior remained isolated, barbaric, 
chiefly accessible only by horse- 
back. Then suddenly the situation 
was changed by road- construction 
and the arrival of motor transport. 
Albanian citizens were given a 
hand in this transformation, for 
each plain-dweller was made re- 
sponsible for taking care of a twen- 
ty-foot section of road. By the end 
of 1933 the country possessed 1,118 
miles of motor roads. In mountain- 
ous regions, where the roads were 
continuously interrupted by moun- 
tain torrents, bridges were built. 
The 360 bridges in existence in 1921 
were increased to 2,674 by March, 
1933. 


A decade ago it took a traveler 


on horseback at least eleven hours 
to make the approximately thirty- 
mile trip from Tirana 
(Tirane) 


across the mountains to the great 
plain of Elbasan. Today the same 
trip can be made by automobile in 
less than an hour and a half by a 
road opened in 1933 which winds in 
hairpin curves up the steep slopes, 
crossing many bridges and Kraba 
Pass, 2.625 feet above sea level. 


Adopt Motors 


Motor transport is rapidly being 


adopted. Taxis flit through the 
streets of Tirana, the army has a 
section of armored cars, and. al- 
though donkeys and pack ponies 
are still used extensively in the 
mountainous districts, automobiles 
are becoming a common sight on 
the plains. 


Much of the modernization of Al- 


bania is due to returned American 
immigrants. In 1931 there were 30.- 
000 Albanians working in the New 
England 
and 
Middle 
Western 
States. On returning; to their-na- 
tive land, those who-had wealth 
erected in Tirana and elsewhere, 
modern homes equipped with elec- 
tricity, steam heat telephones, and 
modern plumbing. They approve of 
their country's new national bank, 
fifty-five post and telegraph offices, 
and excellent air service establish- 
ed in 1925. Their sons play football, 
and their daughters attend movies 
and in shops demand lingerie like 
that of popular American movie 
stars. 


Although Albania has an area of! 


about 10.629 square miles, much1 
of this is covered with rugged1 
mountains, forested or barren, and 
some more than 6.000 feet high. On- 
ly about a thousand square miles 
are cultivated and these primitive- 
ly. Draining of Lake Malik in the 
southeastern part of the country 
reclaimed thousands of acres of 
farm land.

Plenty of trees can be seen by 


motorists as they travel along the 
21,000 miles of highways in the na- 
tional forests, according to infor- 
mation received from 
the forest 


service by R. C. Swanson, Outa- 
gamie county agricultural adjust- 
ment agent.

carried on, the United States Forest 
Service reserves scenic strips along 
the main forest highways and for- 
bids either timber cutting or certain 
types of building construction with- 
in view of the road. This strip al- 
lows the motorist to get a touch of 
the "forest primeval," even while 
traveling on a good road sweeping 
in broad curves and on easy grades. 
National-forest highways also are 
located to take in as many pleasing 
vistas and fine views of streams, 
akes, and mountain psaks as pos- 
sible.

est Service which requires lumber- 
men to cut selectively and to leave 
seed trees or young growth to re- 
new the forest.

One main well pump is 
sufficient to maintain a constant 
level in the standpipe against the 
present demand, according to Ray 
Thomas, superintendent, and the 
city has a total of five large capac- 
ity pumps to rely on. 


Winter consumption ranges from

"Air commuters across the Atlan- 


tictic may be without wings tem- 
porarily, but the mail still goes 
through on planes that hop the 
South Atlantic weekly for regular 
delivery. The French mail line has 
cut the travel time between Paris 
and Brazil to three days, touching 
three continents and crossing parts 
of seven countries. The route clings 
at first to the coastlines of south- 
ern France, southern Spain, and 
the round shoulder of northwestern 
Africa.

several bills sponsored by Wiscon- 
sin senators and congressmen were 
temporarily shelved for action un- 
til decision on the court issue. 


With the death of the senate's 


majority leader, the situation is 
further complicated and delayed. 
By the decision to adjourn on the 
date of Kobinson'^ death, the court 
debate has been prolonged at least 
a week. 


One bill introduced by Senator F. 


Ryan Duffy of Fond du Lac and 
Iwo introduced by Congressman 
George 3. Schneider of Applcton 
arc pending action in the Senate. 
The Duffy bill would clarify the 
retirement status 
of Joseph 
W ; 


Bollenbcck of Madison, formerly of 
the United States Army. 


The two Schneider bills, already 


passed by the noose would provide 
for the relinqrrishroent of an ease- 
ment granted to the United States 
by the Green Bay and Mississippi 
Canal Company 
and would au- 


thorize the conveyance bv the Unit- 
ed States to the state of Wisconsin 
of it portion «t tin Twin JUvtr Point 


Lighthouse reservation for a state 
park. 


Until the bombshell of Robin- 


son's death burst upon Congress, it 
was planned to recess the house at 
intervals until the senate finished 
court legislation. 


Now what action will be taken is 


unpredictable. Pending on house 
calendars as present is only one 
bill of particular Wisconsin interest. 
That is a senate bill introduced by 
Senator Robert M. LaFollettc. Jr.. 
passed by the senate and substituted 
for an identical bill introduced by 
Congressman Schneider authorizing 
payment of $10.000 to Willard Col- 
lins of Florence, whose wife and 
child died as the result of injuries 
received when they were struck by 
a truck owned by the U. S. Forest 
Service. 


Invoke D«sty R«Ies 


Delay in acting on minor bills in 


the senate has been due to the fact 
that in hopes to prevent a filibustc 
the senate is taking up the court 
bill in one legislative 
day. Thi 


means that the senate docs not ad 
journ at the conclusion of a day*, 
debate, but recesses. Senate leaders 
have invoked dust-covered rules in 
order to prevent the threatenet 
filibuster. 


Thus a senator can be interrupted 


only for questions without losing 
the floor. 
A senator may make 


only two speeches on the bill 
dcr consideration during a legisla- 
tive day. although the legislative 
day may last for months. The his- 
toric "legislatix'c day of July 6" 
ended by Robinson's death. 


Minor bills introduced by Sen- 


ators Duffy and LaFollette and any 
introduced by Badger state mem- 
bers of the house awaiting senate 
action after passage by the house 
therefore will just have lo wai' 
until the next legislative day de- 
voted to the court bill is concluded, 
if the present parliamentary tac 
tics are continued. 


Only action of particular interest 


lo Wisconsin which the senate may 
take up during the "ecislau've-day 
on court legislation is that involved 
in executive session. And all that 
can be taken up during exec 
session are nominations and treaties.
